Thomas  Foxwell  has  one  living  child,  Ella,  to  whom  this  Cen¬ 
tennial  year  is  a  momentous  occasion,  for  she  has  shared  most  of  those  hundred 
years  with  the  farm.  She  is  the  one  remaining  tie  to  the  past  generations.  The 
farm  gate  will  be  open  to  the  many  friends  and  relatives  who  have  known  it  re¬ 
cently  as  well  as  to  those  who  have  known  it  at  earlier  times.  May  the  Centennial 
observance  be  a  day  of  happy  reunion  for  all. 

We  wish  to  express  thanks  to  those  who  have  made  both  written  and  financ¬ 
ial  contributions  for  this  book  and  to  all  who  have  helped  in  many  ways  toward 
making  the  coming  reunion  a  success.  We  hope  in  this  way  to  bring  about  a  clos¬ 
er  relationship  among  the  members  of  the  present  Foxwell  generation,  as  well  as 
preserving  cherished  memories  of  the  past.

My  Grandfather,  Thomas  Harris  Foxwell,  whose  name  I  bear,  was  bom 
Sept.  22,  1812,  in  Helston,  Cornwall,  England.  Little  is  known  of  his  childhood  or 
his  schooling  but  during  the  past  few  years  I  have  been  able  to  learn  a  great  deal 
about  Grandfather’s  later  life.  His  father,  William  Foxwell,  owned  much  land, 
having  inherited  property  from  his  father.  Some  of  the  farms  which  William  Fox¬ 
well  and  his  family  owned  and  operated  in  Cornwall  were  Newton,  Pohorman, 
Calebra,  Trenance,  and  Park  Venton  Sah.  Of  the  homes  mentioned.  I  have  pic¬ 
tures  of  Newton  and  Park  Venton  Sah  as  they  are  today  with  stately  old  stone 
houses  that  were  built  to  last  for  centuries. 

Park  Venton  Sah  was  the  portion  of  this  estate  on  which  Grandfather  lived 
with  his  parents  and  from  there  also  farmed  part  of  Trenance,  which  had  been  a 
“Gentleman’s”  large  estate.  The  father,  William  Foxwell,  died  there  in  1837,  but 
my  Grandfather  worked  the  places  and  took  care  of  his  mother  until  he  went  to 
'America.  Upon  the  father’s  death,  the  property  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  old¬ 
est  son,  John,  who  in  turn,  left  its  management  to  his  brothers  and  sisters  when 
he  went  to  America  in  1840. 

That  Grandfather  Foxwell  wanted  also  to  follow  some  of  his  family  to  Am¬ 
erica,  we  learn  from  a  letter  written  to  his  brother,  John,  in  Wisconsin,  Dec.  1840, 
when  he  said: 

“Cannot  help  expressing  a  wish  that  I  were  alongside  of  you  in  your 
log  cabin.  Perhaps  you  smile  at  this,  yet  methink  I  hear  you  say,  ‘Well  I’d 
rather  live  where  I  am  enjoying  unbounded  liberty  than  dwell  in  Newton 
Mansion  and  the  drudgery  connected  with  it’.  I  see  before  me  nothing  but 
increasing  wants  and  lessening  gains.” 

His  additional  desires  to  come  to  America  we  read  of  in  a  letter  of  Oct.  23,  1841, 
which  Anna  Marie  James  wrote  to  her  Brother,  John.  She  stated: 

“We  have  considered  the  matter  seriously  with  Tom.  He  falls  into 
the  plan  readily  but  his  intended  wife’s  friends  are  not  so  easily  disposed  to 
part  with  her.  He  thinks  12  months  after  marriage  they  may  be  more  fav¬ 
ourable  to  it.” 

In  1842  my  grandfather  married  Mary  Carter  Thomas,  daughter  of  Joseph 
Thomas,  part  owner  of  Trenance.  In  1843  they  did  come  to  America  and  he  bought 
a  farm  in  Caledonia,  Wise.,  neighboring  those  of  his  family  who  had  preceded  him. 
In  1845  Mary  Carter  Foxwell  died  in  childbed  and  is  buried  in  the  Caledonia  cem¬ 
etery. 

Thomas  Foxwell  rented  his  farm  in  Wisconsin  and  in  1845  returned  again  to 
Cornwall  to  attend  to  affairs  for  the  family.  It  was  said  that  he  had  hopes  of  re¬ 
turning  to  America  with  another  Thomas  sister  as  a  bride.  However,  it  seemed  to 
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friends  of  the  Foxwells  in  Cornwall,  that  although  America  offered  scope  for  getting 
richer,  conditions  were  hard  and  only  the  toughest  could  survive.  Perhaps  Grand¬ 
father,  discouraged  over  the  loss  of  a  loved  one  in  a  strange  land,  also  was  seeing 
things  that  way.  In  a  letter  to  John,  dated  Sept.  21,  1848,  he  said: 

“The  sickness  which  had  prevailed  so  among  us  there  made  me 
backward  in  advising  Amy  and  Edward  (Richards)  to  emigrate.  I  even 
thought  one  time  that  it  was  better  I  should  go  to  Australia  in  search  of  a 
healthier  climate.” 

Grandfather’s  diary  states  that  in  the  spring  of  1849  he  settled  his  affairs  in 
Cornwall  and  on  May  19th,  left  Helston  to  come  to  America  again  in  company  with 
a  young  nephew,  Thomas  James  and  Walter  Humphry,  (his  future  father-in-law) 
and  others.  About  9:A.M.  May  27,  1849,  this  party  left  Liverpool  on  the  steamship, 
Martha  I.  Ward,  bound  for  New  York  at  a  cost  of  four  pounds  per  adult.  The  ship 
dropped  anchor  July  4  and  found  all  of  New  Yo”k  drunk  celebrating  Independence 
Day,  or  so  it  seemed  to  Grandfather.  New  York  was  also  in  the  midst  of  a  cholera 
epidemic.  Grandfather  and  his  party  took  passage  up  the  Hudson  and  the  Erie 
Canal,  a  trip  of  ten  hot  and  miserable  days.  On  July  16th  they  started  for  Racine, 
Wise,  by  way  of  the  lakes  on  the  steamer,  Key  Stone  State,  at  a  fare  of  six  dollars 
a  person.  There  were  twelve  hundred  on  board.  This  pleasant  four  day  trip,  was 
marred  by  the  illness  of  young  Tom  James  who  was  suffering  with  cholera  symp¬ 
toms,  the  disease  from  which  many  had  died  on  the  canal  boat.  Grandfather’s  last 
entry  was;  “Landed  at  Racine,  midnight  of  the  20th  July,  1849.” 

Thomas  Foxwell  returned  to  Caledonia  and  took  up  his  farming  again. 
From  census  reports  we  know  that  he  made  a  home,  for  some  time  at  least,  for 
his  mother  and  sister,  Matilda,  who  had  come  to  America  with  the  Moyles  in  1842. 
After  seven  years  a  widower,  on  Oct.  5,  1852  Grandfather  married  Frances 
Humphry,  the  daughter  of  Walter  and  Ann  Humphry.  Grandmother’s  family  had 
also  come  from  about  the  same  location  in  Cornwall  as  the  Foxwells,  in  1812.  They 

had  been  rather  an  aristocratic  family  and  reared  their  children  in  a  fine  Christian 
manner.  Grandmother  had  attended  the  fashionable  Miss  Hayles’  School  for  girls 
In  Falmouth.  She  was  a  beautiful  young  woman  of  sixteen  when  her  family  emi¬ 
grated  to  America.  Here  in  Caledonia  she  was  teaching  school  when  she  married 
my  Grandfather,  a  man  twenty  years  older  than  she.  It  is  easily  understood  then 
how  many  Cornish  customs  and  ideas  were  established  in  the  home  of  my  Grand¬ 
parents.  Grandfather  provided  a  fine  home  in  Caledonia  for  his  young  wife  and 
there  five  of  their  seven  children  w'ere  born. 

The  Grandparents  came  to  the  farm  where  I  reside  in  the  fall  of  1863. 
Grandfather  died  on  August  19,  1870,  so  not  much  can  be  told  of  his  life  in  Iowa. 
However,  Grandmother  lived  until  January  11,  1918.  She  was  the  abiding  influence 
on  the  Iowa  Foxwells.  Surely  she  must  have  suffered  many  heartaches  in  being 
left  alone  to  rear  such  a  large  family  under  the,  then,  primitive  conditions.  It  was 
her  unbounded  faith  in  God  that  carried  her  on.  My  Grandmother  continued  to  live 
here,  renting  the  farm,  until  my  father  was  old  enough  to  work  it  for  her.  In  the 
year  of  1891  the  new  house  was  built,  and  then  Grandma  had  a  lovely,  large  home 
in  which  her  family  could  gather.  By  then  there  were  many,  and  all  found  a  hearty 
welcome  around  her  fireside.  It  was,  undoubtedly,  a  great  joy  to  see  each  child 
now  matured  into  adulthood  and  leading  Christian  and  useful  lives.  It  was  a 
family  to  gladden  the  heart  of  any  mother! 

Today,  we,  the  offspring  of  the  Thomas  Harris  Foxwells,  certainly  pay 
them,  the  Iowa  Pioneers,  a  well  deserved  tribute. 
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My  Childhood  Memories

ELLA  FOXWELL 


I  was  only  one  and  a  half  years  old  when  my  father  died  so  I  have  no 

remembrance  of  him.  When  I  used  to  hear  the  family  tell  of  his  singing,  and 

playing  the  flute  and  violin  how  I  wished  I  might  have 

remembered  him.  Without  my  father,  I  think  my 
mother  must  have  received  a  double  portion  of  my 
love.  When  relatives  and  friends  would  remark  that 
“little  Ella”  looked  like  her  father,  I  wished  they 
would  say  I  looked  like  mother,  for  to  me  she  was  the 
loveliest  lady  I  ever  knew. 

One  of  my  most  vivid  recollections  is  of  the 
competition  in  early  springtime  as  to  who  would  be  the 
first  to  find  the  lovely,  fragrant  little  hepaticas  that 
covered  the  bluffs  around  the  big  spring  on  the  back 
of  our  farm.  My  brother,  Stephen,  was  usually  the 
lucky  one,  bringing  them  in  before  the  snow  had  all 
gone.  This  little  harbinger  of  spring  was  always  his 
favorite  flower. 

There  was  a  large  forest  on  our  farm  and  the  cattle  had  a  free  range. 
When  the  new  calves  came  the  mother  cows  hid  them  in  some  leafy  dell.  Mother 
and  I  had  the  job  of  finding  them.  No  doubt,  it  was  hard  work  for  mother  but 
to  me  it  was  all  joy.  There  were  many  rattlesnakes  there  but  we  never  saw  or 
heard  any.  We  oiten  did  hear  the  yelping  of  wolves.  I  loved  to  go  with  Stephen 
or  one  of  my  sisters  for  the  cows  toward  evening.  These  trips  to  the  forest  were 
full  of  adventure  for  me. 

Summer  was  a  happy  time.  There  was  the  delightful  experience  of  helping 
mother  plant  the  garden  and  then  watching  for  the  little  seedlings  to  peek  up 
•through  the  ground. 

Many  happy  hours  were  spent  with  my  playmate,  Cousin  Mabel  Humphry, 
in  the  playhouse  made  by  brother  Stephen  and  Charlie  Albright  among  the  wild 
cherry  trees  in  the  corner  of  the  current  patch.  They  even  put  a  fence  around 
it  with  a  gate.  I  cannot  help  but  think  the  little  girls  of  today  would  be  thrilled 
to  have  such  a  lovely  playhouse. 

There  was  a  bare  piece  of  ground  in  front  of  our  house  which  mother 
used  to  sweep  with  a  broom.  We  often  sat  there  in  the  evenings  and  sometimes 
heard  from  the  big  northwest  forest  the  musical  tinklings  of  Swiss  cowbells  and 
the  enchanting  notes  of  a  Swiss  yodler.  We  never  knew  who  it  was  but  we  knew 
there  were  families  of  Swiss  people  living  between  our  place  and  a  little  town  of 
Elgin. 


Then  there  were  the  Sunday  School  picnics.  One  I  r  emember  especially 
was  held  in  a  clearing  in  a  wooded  area  on  the  fourth  of  July.  There  was  a 
parade  of  lumber  wagons,  light  wagons  and  carriages,  led  by  a  beloved  neighbor, 
Mr.  Charlie  Strong,  acting  as  Marshall,  with  a  red,  white  and  blue  scarf  over  his 
shoulder,  and  sitting  on  a  high  spirited  horse. 

Political  gatherings  were  very  popular.  What  I  remember  best  about  them 
was  the  music  furnished  by  the  Martial  band,  composed  of  John  and  Luther 
Shaffer,  Bob  Peters  and  Marion  Baldwin.  I  have  heard  some  fine  orchestras  in 
my  lifetime  but  none  ever  thrilled  me  as  did  that  little  band. 

I  was  eight  years  old  when  I  started  to  school,  but  I  had  been  taught  at 
home.  The  first  words  I  learned  to  spell  were;  Powell,  Potter,  Bristol.  These 
words  were  on  a  large  cookie  jar,  brought  from  England,  which  stood  on  a  shelf 
in  the  pantry  where  I  enjoyed  watching  mother  preparing  meals.  She  never  lost

patience  in  answering  my  questions. 

Autumn  was  my  favorite  season.  One  great  event  was  gathering  the 
apples  from  the  big  orchard  on  the  eastern  hillslope,  and  making  cider  for  the 
•years  supply  of  vinegar.  From  the  woods  we  harvested  hazel  nuts,  wild  g  apes, 
plums  and  wild  crab  apples.  We  came  heme  with  our  heavy  loads,  tired  but 
happy,  through  the  old  lane  bordered  by  sumac,  grape  vines,  golden  rod,  and 
michelmas  daisies  where  mother  quails  with  their  broods  darted  in  and  out. 
What  fun  the  children  of  today  are  missing! 

“A  haze  on  the  far  horizon, 

The  infinite,  tender  sky; 

The  ripe,  rich  tint  of  the  cornfields, 

And  the  wild  geese  sailing  high— 

And  all  over  the  upland  and  lowland, 

The  charm  of  the  golden  rod— 

Some  of  us  call  it  Autumn, 

And  others  call  it  God.” 

Winter  brought  snow  and  it  was  a  delight  to  see  how  far  I  could  walk  on 
the  drifts  without  breaking  through.  Once  I  climbed  a  mighty  drift  and  could 
look  straight  across  to  the  roof  of  the  house.  I  suppose  I  felt  like  a  mountain 
climber  who  gazes  out  from  the  top  of  the  world.  A  high  spot  of  the  winter  was 
the  sleigh  ride  to  the  Christmas  party  at  Uncle  John  and  Aunt  Elizabeth  Paddel- 
ford’s  home  between  Volga  and  Wadena.  I  used  to  lie  on  the  bottom  of  the  sled 
and  watch  the  tree  tops  against  the  sky,  and  wonder  why  the  old  dried  oak  leaves 
did  not  fall  off  as  the  other  leaves  did. 

Mother  was  a  great  believer  and  doer  of  the  Golden  Rule.  This  w>as  mani¬ 
fested  in  the  fact  that  no  begger,  tramp,  or  peddler  was  ever  turned  away  cold 
or  hungry. 

Sunday  School  and  church  services  were  held  in  the  red,  brick  school- 
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house,  where  I  attended  school.  There  was  a  large  class  of  little  girls,  taught  by 
my  sister,  Charlotte.  We  were  a  lively  bunch  but  she  patiently  kept  us  within 
bounds  and  helped  us  to  memorize  portions  of  scripture.  When  a  regular  preacher 
was  not  available,  our  good  neighbor,  Mr.  William  Albright  gave  us  excellent 
services. 

Mother  used  to  walk  two  miles  to  a  country  store  to  buy  groceries.  It  was 
a  great  joy  when  I  could  go  with  her. 

I  thank  God  for  my  parents  and  for  a  happy  childhood  on  the  old  farm 
spent  in  the  loving  care  of  mother,  sisters  and  brother,  and  among  kind  relatives 
and  neighbors.

She  was  born  Feb.  23,  1869,  in  the  log  cabin 
which  stood  a  short  distance  west  of  the  present  house  on  the  home  farm  where 
her  nephew,  Tom,  now  lives.  She  has  always  been  eager  to  keep  family  ties 
strong,  so  found  great  pleasure  in  relatives  coming  to  visit,  whether  from  far  or 
near,  strangers  or  not. 

Aunt  Ella  made  her  home  on  the  farm,  along  with  my  father  and  mother, 
Aunt  Molly,  my  two  sisters,  one  brother  and  myself.  Here  she  spent  the  summers 
raising  fruitful  gardens  and  helping  p  eserve  our  winter’s  food. 

Our  Aunt  has  spent  most  of  the  years  of  her  life  teaching  school,  and  very 
successfully.  The  principles  of  education  which  she  taught  were  not  merely 
“reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic”,  (which  she  did  well)  but  she  did  much  to 
mold  the  characters  of  her  pupils.  With  her  love  of  nature  she  instilled  in  her 
pupils  a  love  for  God,  thus  raising  higher  the  standards  of  a  great  many  lives. 
It  is  not  hard  to  see  the  endearment  between  teacher  and  pupils  as  we  hear  the 
happy  greetings  when  they  chance  to  meet.  Many  of  her  former  pupils  were  in 
•attendance  at  her  ninetieth  birthday  party  in  1959  held  at  the  Illyria  Church.  One 
of  her  old  pupils  even  brought  an  apple. 

With  artistic  eye  and  fine  talent  Aunt  Ella  has  put  many  of  her  favorite  nature 
scenes  on  canvases  which  grace  the  homes  of  her  nephews  and  nieces.  She  still 

enjoys  that  hobby,  having  again  picked  up  her  brushes  in  recent  years. 

Aunt  Ella  used  her  love  for  us  children  to  help  our  parents  to  train  and 
guide  us  in  growing  up.  Now,  with  my  own  child  en,  I  have  often  been  thankful 
to  God  for  keeping  Aunt  Ella  with  us.  To  all  the  grand  children  in  the  Foxwell 
family  she  has  taken  the  place  of  the  grandmother  most  of  them  never  knew, 
loving  them,  comforting  them,  and  mending  their  toys. 

There  have  been  so  many  times  that  Aunt  Ella  has  gone  to  the  homes 
of  her  nieces,  nephews,  and  friends  to  help  in  times  of  sickness,  loneliness  and 
other  hardships,  helping  to  lift  their  burdens  and  leaving  sweet  memories  of  her 
having  been  there. 

I  am  so  happy  that  God  has  given  her  a  long  life  and  good  health  to  let 

her  enjoy  herself,  and  others  to  enjoy  her,  during  all  these  years.  Memories  are 

riches,  but  it  is  a  great  joy  to  still  have  Aunt  Ella’s  presence  at  this  celebration 
where  loved  ones  gather  to  renew  acquaintances,  and  make  many,  many  new 
ones. 

Aunt  Ella  is  now  living  alone  in  an  apartment  in  Fayette,  Iowa.  She  keeps 
busy  with  her  church  activities,  neighborhood  parties,  pursueing  her  hobby  of 
painting,  and  writing  to  her  host  of  friends  and  relatives.

Catherine  Foxwell  and  Thomas  Richards 

My  mother,  Catherine  Matilda  Foxwell,  the  second  child  of  Thomas 
Harris  Foxwell  and  Frances  Humphry  Foxwell,  was  born  Aug.  15,  1855  in  Cale¬ 
donia  Wise.  Mother  came  to  the  present  Foxwell  farm  in  Illyria  Township  with 
her  parents  when  she  was  eight  years  old,  coming  by  train  to  McGregor,  Iowa, 
where  uncle  Wm.  Henry  Humphry,  grandmother’s  brother,  met  them  with  a  wagon. 
He  took  them  to  his  parents’  farm,  later  known  as  the  old  Messerli  place,  in  Illyria 
Twp.,  west  of  the  place  where  they  were  to  live.  Mother  told  of  being  awakened 
to  see  her  new  home  as  they  went  past.  A  short  time  later  the  family  moved  to 
that  new  home  where  after  only  seven  years  her  father  died.  Grandma,  who  was 
considered  an  aristocratic  lady  and  unused  to  hardships,  was  left  a  widow  with 
six  children  and  an  underdeveloped  farm  with  few  conveniences. 

After  Grandfather’s  death,  Grandmother’s  sister,  Aunt  Elizabeth  Paddel- 
ford,  took  my  mother  for  a  few  years  to  live  in  the  Paddelford  Mansion  near  Volga 
City,  Iowa,  where  she  finished  her  education  in  the  Clayton  County  schools.  Mother 
taught  school  and  gave  herself  a  higher  education  at  Upper  Iowa  University  in 
Fayette.  She  taught  school  for  nine  terms. 

While  mother  was  away  teaching,  Tom  Richards,  son  of  Edward  and  Amy 
Richards  of  Racine,  Wisconsin,  arrived  as  a  guest  at  the  Foxwell  home.  All  of  the 
local  belles  fell  for  him,  but  my  mother,  in  spite  of  his  being  her  cousin,  vowed  she 
would  have  nothing  to  do  with  him.  In  1877,  he  returned  again  to  work  the  farm  for 
grandmother  and  on  Dec.  29,  1879  my  mother  married  him  in  the  Foxwell  home. 
There,  on  June  19th,  1881,  I,  their  first  child,  was  born.  I  do  not  remember  grand¬ 
mother’s  log  cabin,  but  do  remember  many  stories  of  occasions  when  crowds  of  rel¬ 
atives  gathered  there. 

Father  always  provided  mother  with  a  fine  home,  owning  at  various  times 
different  farms  around  Illyria  and  Union  townships  where  my  sisters  Bessie  and 
Edith  were  born.  Both  of  my  parents  were  good  Christians  and  members  of  the 
Illyria  church.  For  many  years  father  was  Superintendent  of  its  Sunday  School, 
which  was  such  an  important  factor  in  the  lives  of  us  three  sisters. 

In  1912  my  father  rented  his  farm  in  Illyria  and  moved  to  the  present  Rich¬ 
ards  home  in  West  Union.  Father  died  Feb.  25,  1928.  My  mother  lived  the  last 
three  years  of  her  life  as  a  bedfast  invalid.  This  never  caused  her  to  lose  her  sweet 
and  gentle  ways.  Often  times  those  who  came  to  call  and  bring  words  of  cheer, 
left  feeling  that  they  were  the  blessed  ones.  Mother  never  lost  her  sense  of  humor, 
her  mind  was  keen  and  she  was  always  able  to  enjoy  reading.  As  long  as  she  was 
about,  mother  worked  in  her  gardens,  which  she  loved  so  much  to  do.  Her  life  was 
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an  inspiration  to  all.  Mother  passed  away  April  15,  1955,  lacking  only  a  few  months 
of  being  one  hundred  years  old. 

Mother  always  enjoyed  having  all  of  her  family  gathered  for  a  loud  and 
lively  picnic  in  our  home.  She  would  sit  quietly  by,  smiling  and  answer,  “Yes, 
dear”  or  “No,  dear”  to  questions  directed  to  her.  The  family  has  grown  and  multi¬ 
plied  ,  but  still  once  a  year  I  ask  them  all  in.  I  am  sure  mother  is  with  us  in  spirit 
listening  and  reminiscing.  I  am  still  teaching  piano  lessons,  as  I  have  done  all  of 
my  life.  My  sister,  Edith,  Mrs.  Charles  Colburn  and  husband,  live  in  Prairie  du 
Chien,  Wise.,  where  they  are  engaged  in  working  for  that  city’s  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce.  My  sister,  Bessie,  Mrs.  Israel  Shaffer  and  her  husband,  live  in  Fayette. 
They  have  four  fine  children,  LaFonda,  Mrs.  Aulden  Peters  of  Cedar  Falls;  Ralph, 
on  the  old  Richards  farm  in  Illyria;  Tom,  living  in  Cedar  Rapids;  and  J.  D.  of  New 
Orleans,  La. 

There  are  four  grandchildren,  ten  great  grandchildren,  and  nine  great- 
great  grandchildren  now  in  the  family  of  Catherine  and  Thomas  Richards.

Mary  Ann  Foxwell

Aunt  Mary  Ann  Foxwell  was  born  March 
6,  1857  on  a  farm  at  Caledonia  in  Racine  County, 

Wise.  When  she  was  six  years  old  she  moved 
with  her  family  to  the  farm  in  Fayette  County, 
la.,  which  has  continuously  since  been  the  Fox¬ 
well  homestead.  There  she  made  her  home, 
along  with  her  mother  who  passed  away  in  1918, 

Aunt  Ella,  my  parents,  my  brother  Tom,  my 
sisters,  and  myself,  until  her  death  Jan.  8,  1933. 

“Aunt  Molly”,  as  she  was  fondly  called, 
obtained  her  education  in  the  county  schools, 

supplemented  by  Normal  Training  courses  at 
•  Upper  Iowa  University.  She  began  her  profes¬ 
sion  as  a  teacher  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  teach¬ 
ing  most  of  her  years  in  Fayette  and  Clayton 

Counties,  the  towns  of  Elgin  and  Arlington, 
plus  three  years  in  California.  She  was  my  first  teacher,  and  it  was  with  much 
patience  that  she  taught  me  the  three  R’s,  together  with  Patriotism  for  God  and 
country.  Each  morning  school  opened  with  her  pupils  reading  or  reciting  a  por¬ 
tion  of  scripture. 

Aunt  Molly  began  her  Christian  life  in  early  years.  She  was  well  known 
for  her  adherence  to  responsibilities  and  duties.  All  of  her  life  she  was  interested 
in  mission  work,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  freely  supporting  such  programs  with 
her  work,  gifts  and  prayers.  Her  love  and  sympathies  were  as  wide  as  the  world 
itself.  She  lived  to  serve  regardless  of  station  or  creed,  leading  a  life  of  unselfish 
devotion  to  those  around  her.  In  the  early  history  of  the  church  in  Illyria 
she  was  one  of  the  foremost  promoters  and  organizers,  always  being  an  active 
member.  I  well  remember  how  on  Sunday  mornings,  Aunt  Molly  would  take  her 
Bible,  Sunday  School  quarterly,  and  walk  to  the  church.  There  she  would  lead) 
the  singing  with  her  beautiful  soprano  voice,  which  was  her  greatest  talent.  She 
taught  a  Sunday  School  class  and  in  the  evenings  led  the  Christian  Endeavor 
meetings  with  the  young  folks.  Many  people  today  express  their  appreciation  for 
the  fine  influence  my  Aunt  Mary  Ann  had  in  the  early  years  of  their  lives. 

One  of  Aunt  Molly’s  pastimes  was  tatting  and  how  her  shuttle  would  fly 
as  she  made  those  pretty  edgings.  When  she  worked  she  would  tell  us  children 
interesting  stories  and  jokes  about  her  family  and  friends.  I  especially  enjoyed 
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hearing  the  Cornish  expressions  used  so  often  by  our  ancestors. 

In  later  life  my  aunt  wrote  stories  and  poems,  some  of  which  were  pub¬ 
lished.  I  believe  the  final  verse  of  her  poem,  “To  the  New  Year”,  would  be  a  suit¬ 
able  ending  to  this  tribute  to  Mary  Ann  Foxwell: 

’Tis  a  song  of  hope  that  you  sing  to  me, 

Endeavor  makes  certain  a  destiny  fair. 

New  year  with  your  holdings  of  toil  and  care, 

I  welcome  whatever  you  bring  to  me.

My  mother,  Charlotte  Foxwell  Medberry  was  born  on  a  farm  near  Cale¬ 
donia,  Wise,  and  came  to  Iowa  with  her  parents  and  three  sisters  when  she  was 
about  three  years  old.  Most  of  her  memories  of  her  childhood  seemed  to  be  cen¬ 
tered  around  her  father,  Thomas  Foxwell.  Perhaps  this  was  due  to  the  fact  that 
he  passed  away  when  she  was  eleven  years  old;  truly  a  very  impressionable  age. 
Quite  naturally,  she  must  have  taken  her  mothers  presence  for  granted,  but  in 

her  young  life  there  was  a  very  great  emptiness.  She  grew  to  young  womanhood 

on  the  farm.  Her  older  sisters  were  teaching  in  the  public  schools,  and  she  re¬ 
mained  at  home  to  help  her  mother. 

Mother  obtained  her  early  education  in  the  rural  school  not  far  from  her 
home.  In  later  years  all  of  her  eight  children  attended  the  same  school.  It  is 
interesting  to  know  that  all  of  them  excepting  the  youngest  one,  sister  Gladys, 
had  at  one  time  or  another,  Aunt  Ella,  for  a  teacher.  Much  later  one  of  her 
grandsons,  my  son  Jerome,  attended  school  in  the  same  little  old  red  school 
house. 

My  father,  Frank  Medberry,  was  born  in  Mercer  Co.  Penn.,  and  came 
to  Iowa  with  his  parents  when  a  small  child.  He  was  of  Scotch  Irish  descent. 

My  parents  were  married  March  18,  1886  in  the  log  house  which  had  been 
mother’s  home  since  early  childhood.  Their  entire  married  life  was  spent  in 
Fayette  Co.  excepting  about  four  years  when  they  lived  on  Uncle  John  Paddel 
fors’  farm  near  Volga,  Iowa,  in  Clayton  Co.  They  raised  seven  girls  and  one  boy: 
Frances,  Mrs.  F.  L.  Robbins,  deceased;  Katherine,  Mrs.  Arthur  Hoyt;  Elma,  Mrs. 
Leo  Dunahoo,  deceased;  Jessie,  Mrs.  M.  J.  Probert;  Ivan,  deceased;  Grace,  Mrs. 
Leonard  Dunahoo;  Gladys,  Mrs.  Edwin  Knoke,  and  myself,  Bertha,  Mrs.  Jake 
Yearous. 

We  spent  most  of  our  early  years  living  not  far  from  Grandmother  Fox- 
well’s.  I  suppose  the  climax  of  every  year  was  the  annual  Christmas  dinner  at 
Grandmother’s;  the  day  when  uncles,  aunts  and  cousins  gathered  for  a  day  of  fun 
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and  feasting;  when  everyone  talked  but  no  one  listened. 

As  I  think  back  through  my  youth  I  am  sure  my  parents  tried  to  teach 
us  the  great  truths  of  good  principles.  Always  there  were  the  little  lessons  in 
honesty,  truthfulness,  fairness,  usefulness  and  purpose  for  living.  Perhaps  they 
were  just  trying  to  make  us  realize  that  the  best  things  in  life  are  free.  I  remem¬ 
ber  so  many  little  axioms  with  which  they  would  point  up  a  fact  to  us  —  such  as 
“Never  ridicule  anyone  less  fortunate  than  you  are”,  or  “It  is  easier  to  tell  the 
truth  than  to  erase  an  untruth”;  or  “If  it  isn’t  fair  for  all,  it  isn’t  fair  at  all”,  and 
the  one  great  truth,  “Faith,  hope  and  love,  but  the  greatest  of  these  is  love.” 

My  father  passed  away  at  the  age  of  Sixty-two;  living  long  enough  to  see 
his  family  grow  up  and  to  have  and  love  five  grandchildren  to  whom  he  was  “Gop- 
po  Dee.”  Mother  lived  to  be  ninety-seven.  Her  home  in  Fayette  was  fondly 
called  by  her  friends,  “The  house  by  the  side  of  the  road.”  I  think  her  greatest 
pleasure  in  later  years,  besides  having  her  family  about  her  and  attending  church 
whenever  possible,  was  in  making  beautiful  fancy-work  for  her  children  and  grand¬ 
children.  Not  one  was  ever  forgotten  at  Christmas. 

At  the  time  of  her  death,  Mother  had  73  living  descendants.  Strange  as 
it  may  seem,  with  so  many,  there  has  been  but  one  son,  one  grandson  and  one 
great-grandson  to  carry  on  the  Medberry  name.  Never-the-less,  I  think  this  is  a 
fitting  place  to  repeat  a  remark  that  Great  Grandfather  Humphry  made  at  a  family 
gathering  many,  many  years  go.  He  looked  about  him  at  the  members  of  his 
family  and  their  families  and  said,  “Thank  God  for  such  a  Heritage!” 

My  Parents,  The  Wilbur  Albrights

Zephine  Viola  Foxwell  was  born  at  Caledonia,  Wise,  and  moved  with  her 
parents  at  a  very  early  age  to  Illyria  Twp.,  Fayette  Co.  Iowa.  She  and  Wilbur 
Finley  Albright  grew  up  on  adjoining  farms  in  that  community  and  attended 
church  and  Sunday  school  in  neighboring  schoolhouses  as  Illyria  had  no  church 
building  at  that  time.  Later  they  were  instrumental  in  organizing  Illyria’s  church. 

They  were  married  by  Wilbur’s  father  in  the  old  log  house  on  the  farm  which 
♦  Zephine’s  father  had  purchased  when  he  came  to  Iowa  in  1863,  and  where  his 
widow  and  the  other  children  still  lived. 

For  several  years  the  Albrights  lived  in  neighboring  towns  where  Wilbur, 
who  was  a  Methodist  minister,  served  as  pastor.  They  then  applied  to  the  Mission 
Board,  under  Bishop  Taylor,  to  go  as  self  supporting  missionaries,  and  were  sent 
to  Chile,  South  America,  where  they  served  both  the  English  speaking  and  the 
Spanish  speaking  people  for  a  period  of  thirteen  years.  Their  four  sons  and  two 
daughters  were  born  in  Chile. 

Returning  to  the  States  so  that  their  children  might  receive  an  education, 
Wilbur  again  held  charges  in  various  towns  of  Northeastern  Iowa,  after  which  the 
Albrights  retired  to  a  farm  in  Virginia  where  they  spent  the  remainder  of  their 
lives.  Due  to  the  move  East,  the  children  found  many  educational  advantages. 
They  all  received  good  educations  and  have  distinguished  themselves  in  many 
ways.  The  children  of  Zephine  Foxwell  and  Wilbur  Albright  are:  William  Foxwell 
of  Baltimore,  Md.;  Paul  Foxwell  of  Hollydale,  Calif.;  Finley  Raymond,  of  Chester¬ 
field,  Va.;  Mary,  now  Mrs.  Wm.  Stinespring  of  Durham.  N.  C.;  Shirley  Constance, 
now  Mrs.  Clinton  Phillips,  of  Chesterfield.  Va.,  and  Philip  Ninde  of  San  Antonio, 
Texas.  There  are  now  twelve  grand  children  and  twenty-two  great-grand  children 
of  Zephine  and  Wilbur  Albright. 

A  grand- daughter,  Mrs.  George  Smith,  who  went  with  her  husband,  a 
member  of  the  Peace  Corps,  to  the  area  where  Rev.  Albright  and  his  wife  had 
worked,  recently  reported  that  she  had  met  the  son  of  a  man  converted  under 
Rev.  Albright.  He  related,  “His  father  had  occasion  to  go  to  the  pastor’s  home. 
As  he  approached  he  saw  Rev.  Albright  on  his  knees  in  prayer  and  distinctly  saw 
a  halo  around  his  head.”  This  must  have  occurred  sixty  five  years  ago.

Father’s  and  Mother’s  Work  in  Chile 

By  Paul  Foxwell  Albright 

I  have  very  extensive  recollections  of  our  life  in  Chile  and  could  easily 
write  a  book-length  account  of  it.  Here  I  have  put  down  some  of  my  high  lights 
about  father. 

Father  and  Mother  spent  thirteen  years  in  Chile  with  one  furlough  of 
eight  months  after  five  years.  They  returned  permanently  in  1903  on  the  orders 
of  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

After  arriving  in  Chile  at  Valpariso,  Father  spent  most  of  the  first  year 
teaching  and  learning  Spanish.  He  became  so  proficient  in  the  Spanish  language, 
was  so  precisely  correct  in  his  pronunciation,  that  he  was  often  taken  for  a  highly 
educated  Spaniard  with  a  flair  for  the  Castillian.  His  complexion  and  the  fact 
that  he  spent  so  much  time  out  of  doors  probably  helped.  While  using  Spanish 
he  did  all  of  his  thinking  in  that  language.  He  tutored  young  Englishmen  and 
interpreted  the  sermons  of  the  Methodist  Bishops.  Among  the  bishops  mother 
entertained  at  our  home  were:  Warren,  Ninde,  Joyce,  and  McCabe.  There  were 
others  —  I  think  Bishop  Thoburn  was  among  them  and  probably  Bishop  Taylor 
but  that  was  before  my  time. 

Father  was  then  appointed  pastor  of  the  native  Chilean  Methodist  Church 
at  Coquimbo  over  two-hundred  miles  to  the  north. 

A  little  after  returning  from  the  furlough,  Father  was  assigned  to  LaSerena, 
a  few  miles  to  the  interior,  Coquimbo  being  its  seaport.  It  was  in  LaSerena  that 
Father  built  a  very  substantial  church  building,  as  it  was  in  earthquake  country. 
Although  planned  and  supervised  by  competent  builders,  much  of  the  work  was 
done  by  the  membership.  Needless  to  say,  Father  did  a  lot  of  the  work  himself. 

After  four  years  at  LaSerena  we  went  to  Antofagasta,  farther  north  in  the 
middle  of  the  Desert  of  Atacama  where  we  spent  the  last  two  years  of  our  stay  in 
Chile.  I  well  remember  his  schedule  in  Antofagasta.  Month  after  month  he 
preached  eight  sermons  a  week,  seven  in  Spanish  and  one  in  English.  Father- 
preached  in  Spanish  every  night  of  the  week  except  Saturday  and  on  Sunday 
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mornings.  Even  on  week  nights  he  almost  always  preached  to  full  houses  with 
often  men  standing  in  the  back  and  the  side  isles.  Sunday  afternoon  Father 
preached  in  English  to  the  British  Protestant  Community.  Catholic  Englishmen 

sometimes  attended  as  they  all  prided  themselves  in  being  aloof  from  the 
“Natives”.  Saturday  night  was  a  free  one  for  Father  —  all  the  children  got  their 
baths  —  also  Mondays  he  stayed  home  and  helped  Mother  wash.  Other  week  days 
were  usually  spent  in  making  pastoral  calls. 

Father  was  very  well  thought  of  by  his  fellow  missionary  associates.  Some 
of  the  ‘higher-ups’  considered  him  a  little  too  independent  and  critical.  There 
were  large  increases  in  membership  in  every  one  of  his  pastorates.  His  churches 
went  a  long  way  toward  becoming  self-supporting  because  of  the  attendance  — 
which  meant  a  larger  ‘free-will’  offering.  An  exception  to  this  was  the  English 
Congregation,  for  on  Sunday  afternoons  the  church  was  not  even  one  fourth  full. 
Conversions  were  common  and  meant  no  more  drinking  or  smoking.  There  was 
some  ‘backsliding’,  usually  occasioned  by  craving  for  alcohol. 

Besides  attending  the  annual  conferences  which  were  usually  held  in 
Santiago  or  Valparaiso,  Father  took  a  trip  by  inuleback  over  the  Andes  as  a 
fraternal  delegate  to  the  Argentinian  Methodist  Conference  and  another  trip  by 
train  up  into  Bolivia  as  far  as  Oruro. 

Zephine’s  Work  in  Chili 

While  thirteen  years  was  but  a  short  time  in  the  lives  of  Zephine  and 
Wilbur  Albright,  they  were  crucial  years  for  they  were  in  a  foreign  land  with  six 
tiny  child-en.  Conveniences  were  few,  traveling  hard  and  loneliness  for  loved 
ones  at  home  almost  overbearing.  Zephine  was  a  wonderful  helpmate  to  her 
husband  but  her  greatest  concern  was  for  the  children.  In  order  to  give  them 
proper  associations  and  an  education  Zrphine  held  school  in  her  own  home.  It 
was  quite  difficult  and  confusing  teaching  the  Albright  children  in  English  and 
the  native  children  in  Spanish,  all  from  different  books  and  on  different  subjects. 
No  doubt,  in  later  years,  the  Albrights  have  looked  back  on  their  mother’s  teach¬ 
ings  as  an  interesting  experience  which  broadened  their  own  educations,  but  for 
Zephine  the  task  was  hard. 


Stephen  Foxwells,  The  Second  Generation  of  Iowa  Foxwells

My  parents,  Stephen  Humphry  Foxwell  and  Elizabeth  Helen  Humphry, 
grew  up  in  the  same  neighborhood.  My  mother  was  eleven  years  old  when  she 
came  to  Iowa  with  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Saunders  Humphry, 
from  Cornwall,  England  and  settled  in  the  Illyria  community. 

When  mamma  was  a  schoolgirl  the  song,  “I  was  Seeing  Nellie  Home,” 
became  popular  and  Grandpa  insisted  she  be  called  “Nellie”.  My  mother  always 
hated  that  name  as  she  said,  “All  of  the  neighbors  seem  to  have  an  old  slow  nag 
named  Nellie.” 

One  might  say  mamma  and  papa’s  courtship  days  began  in  the  little, 
red  schoolhouse  that  they  both  attended.  They  were  married  on  April  4,  1907.  at 
the  home  of  the  bride’s  parents. 

After  their  marriage  my  parents  settled  on  the  farm  where  my  father 
was  born,  and  lived  there  all  of  their  lives.  My  father  farmed  the  present  Foxwell 
place  until  failing  eyesight  and  poor  health  made  it  impossible  to  do  so.  We 
continued  to  live  there  but  the  land  was  rented  to  the  neighbors  until  my  brother, 
Tom,  was  old  enough  to  take  over. 

Mamma  and  papa  became  the  parents  of  six  children  who  are:  Frances 
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Stephen  Humphry  and  Elizabeth  Foxwell 


Grace,  now  Mrs.  Ralph  Landon  of  Atlantic,  Iowa;  Viola  Zephine,  now  Mrs.  Grtan- 
ville  Ryan  of  Lamoni,  Iowa;  Elizabeth  Humphry,  who  is  Mrs.  Everett  Merritt  of 
Des  Moines,  Iowa  and  Thomas  Harris  who  resides  on  the  home  farm.  Catherine 
and  Paul  died  in  infancy. 

My  parents  were  lifelong  supporters  of  the  Illyria  Community  Church,  having 
been  among  it’s  charter  members,  and  thereafter  supported  it  with  their  works 
and  their  prayers.  The  ministers  always  found  generous  help  and  an  enthusiastic 
welcome  in  our  home.  One  minister  had  named  our  place,  “The  house  with  the 
outstretched  table,”  as  a  tribute  to  Grandma’s  hospitality.  My  mother  maintained 
that  same  hospitality  to  the  extent  that  the  Parson’s  families  look  on  ours  as 
a  second  home. 

My  parent’s  hospitality  was  also  extended  to  all  of  their  friends  and  even 
to  the  most  unfortunate  strangers,  for  they  loved  company.  However,  it  seemed 
one  of  their  greatest  joys  was  in  welcoming  relatives.  Father  and  mother  kept 
strong  the  family  ties  and  greatly  enjoyed  family  reunions.  I  remember  the 
first  time  one  of  papa’s  cousins,  Florence  Foxwell  Otten,  came  to  our  place.  A 
knock  was  heard  on  the  door  and  mamma  answered  it.  There  stood  a  woman 
she  had  never  seen  before.  After  Florence  had  said  she  was  a  Foxwell,  mamma 
said,  “Well,  if  you  are  a  Foxwell,  come  in.”  Every  one  always  had  just  such  a 
welcome  at  our  home. 

Probably  my  father’s  greatest  contribution  to  our  home  and  community 
was  his  beautiful  tenor  voice.  He  was  in  constant  demand  to  sing  in  a  quartet 
at  funerals,  Farm  Bureau  meetings  and  numerous  programs.  How  proud  I  would 
be  to  hear  some  stranger  inquire  who  the  fine  tenor  was.  Our  family  enjoyed 
many  evenings  around  the  organ  singing  with  papa. 

Father  was  exceedingly  fond  of  horses.  We  always  said  that  he  would  do 
the  work  of  a  horse  to  save  a  horse.  His  favorite  pastime  was  training  our  colts 
to  do  tricks.  One  colt,  Dick,  grew  into  a  beautiful  horse  which  papa  sold  to  a 
dear  friend  and  neighbor,  Lawrence  McKeller.  How  surprised  Lawrence  was 

when  Dick  removed  from  him,  and  proceeded  to  eat,  a  new  straw  hat! 

I  remember  papa  saying  he  hoped  he  could  live  to  see,  at  least,  one 
grandchild.  I  am  sorry  he  never  saw  any  of  his  twelve  grandchildren  and  five 
step-grandchildren.  He  passed  away  in  February,  1937.  Mother  lived  to  see 
three  step  grandchildren  and  two  of  her  own.  She  passed  away  in  1943. 

We,  like  all  families,  mourn  the  loss  of  these  loved  ones,  but  thank  God 
for  the  blessings  and  joys  we  shared  when  they  were  with  us.  I  shall  be  eternally 
grateful  for  the  Christian  home  and  training  my  parents  gave  to  me.

They  came 
first  to  Racine  Co.,  Wisconsin  in  1842,  and  then  migrated  on  west  to  Oregon 
Terr,  in  1850  where  they  finally  settled  on  Grand  Mound  Prairie  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  State  of  Washington.  He  died  1864  and  she  in  1879. 

2)  Susan  Foxwell,  born  in  1806,  md.  22  Oct.  1838  to  Thomas  Moyle,  b.  1813  in 
Constantine,  Cnw.  son  of  John  Moyle  &  Rebecca  Johns.  They  also  mi¬ 
grated  to  America  in  1842  aboard  the  ‘Orient’.  They  settled  in  Racine  Co., 
Wis.  at  the  township  of  Yorkville  and  remained  there.  They  had  three 
sons  and  a  daughter  all  of  whom  had  issue  and  provided  the  progenitors 
of  a  large  number  of  descendants, 

3)  John  Foxwell,  b.  1  Jan.  1808,  the  eldest  son,  was  the  first  to  migrate  to 
America,  coming  over  in  1840.  He  married  a  Yankee  school  teacher  by  the 
name  of  Lucy  Philena  Briggs  who  was  born  30  Aug.  1820  a  dau.  of  Ansel  T. 
Briggs  and  Susannah  Alton.  They  were  married  on  17  Sept.  1841  in  Ra¬ 
cine,  Wis.  They  had  a  large  family  who  were  all  born  in  Wisconsin  and 
their  descendants  have  scattered  from  there  all  over  the  U.  S.  John  died 
on  20  Mar.  1882,  but  his  wife  lived  until  19  Apr.  1919.  Both  died  in  York¬ 
ville,  Wis.  where  they  had  made  their  home. 

4)  William  Foxwell,  b.  1809  came  over  to  America  on  the  ‘Orient’  in  1842.  On 
the  15  Sept.  1844  he  mar.  Eliza  Chalmers.  They  are  known  to  have  had 
at  least  three  children:  Elizabeth,  James  &  Agnes,  but  their  descendants 
have  been  lost  track  of.  They  moved  around  a  great  deal  and  it  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  find  representatives  of  this  family.  William  died  in  the  State  of 
Washington. 

5)  Elizabeth  Foxwell  b.  4  Jan.  1811,  md.  Hannibal  Shephard  on  1  May,  1838  at 
Registrar’s  office  in  Falmouth,  Cornwall.  They  came  to  America  in  1841 
and  she  was  therefore  the  second  of  the  Foxwell  clan  to  arrive  in  America. 
They  settled  in  Yorkville,  Wis.,  in  Racine  Co.,  and  her  husband  died  there 
in  1849,  leaving  her  to  rear  the  family  of  seven  children.  She  died  in  1884. 

6)  Thomas  Harris  Foxwell  b.  22  Sept.,  1812,  md.  1)  in  Helston,  Cnw.  on  8 
June,  1842,  to  Mary  Carter  Thomas,  dau.  of  .Joseph  Thomas.  She  died  in 
1845  in  Caledonia,  Racine  Co.,  Wisconsin.  They  came  to  America  about 
1343.  After  his  first  wife’s  death  he  married  Frances  Humphry,  the  dau. 
of  Walter  and  Ann  Humphry  on  5  Oct.,  1852.  In  1863  they  moved  to  Fayette 
Co.,  Iowa,  and  their  descendants  are  those  given  below  in  the  major  por¬ 
tion  of  this  paper.  Thomas  died  19  Aug.,  1870,  and  Frances  lived  until  11 
Jan.,  1918. 
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7)  Mary  Ann  Foxwell  b.  5  June,  1814,  md.  Henry  Gartrell  on  16  Nov.,  1838,  in 
Mullion.  She  was  the  only  child  of  William  and  Ann  Foxwell  who  did  not 
emigrate  to  America.  She  and  her  husband  lived  at  or  near  Penzance, 
Cornwall  and  their  descendants  live  some  of  them  in  or  near  the  same 
place.  However,  many  of  their  descendants  have  scattered  over  the  world, 
and  some  are  in  Australia  and  others  of  the  English  Commonwealth 
countries. 

8)  Amy  Harris  Foxwell  was  born  in  1816,  and  md.  Edward  Richards  on  June 
1,  1840,  in  Helston,  Cornwall,  England.  Their  family  was  all  born  in  Eng¬ 
land,  except  the  youngest  daughter  who  was  born  in  Wisconsin  in  1360. 
They  were  the  last  of  the  Foxwell  family  to  come  over  to  America,  finally 
making  the  trip  in  1854.  They  settled  in  Wisconsin  in  Raymond  twp.,  Ra¬ 
cine  Co.,  just  north  of  Yorkville  Twp.  Amy  died  23  Feb.  1891,  and  her  hus¬ 
band  8  years  later  on  22  Feb.,  1899.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Yorkville  ceme¬ 
tery. 

9)  The  youngest  of  the  children  of  William  and  Ann  Harris  Foxwell  was  Ma¬ 
tilda,  who  was  born  Jan.  9,  1818.  She  came  to  America  with  her  mother 
and  sisters  and  brothers.  She  never  married.  She  died  in  Washington 
State  on  16  September,  1874,  where  she  was  living  with  her  oldest  sister’s 
family.
